T here is pro bably not a 
city in the N o rthw est that in y ears 
g en e by e has been as slack in the 
m atter o f allo w ing g arbag e and dirt 
to be dum ped into the streets and on 
v acant lo ts iu the city lim its as Brain- 
erd, and the tim e has co m e to call a 
halt. 
M any peo ple im ag iue, or seem 
to, that the streets were m ade for the 
special purpo se o f affo rding a co n­ 
v enient dum ping g ro und fo r the re­ 
fuse m atter which co m es from their 
barns, kitchens and prem ises g en er­ 
ally , and w hile we hav e city o rdinances

m ade to understand that the m atter is 
being strictly lo o ked after the o ffence 
w ill no t be co m m itted the seco nd 
tim e. 
T here is a g reat chance for im 
pro v em ent in the cleaning -up lin e in 
this city .

Keep the City Clean. 
This is the season of the year when 
every citizen who has the health of 
the community or the good looks of 
our fair city at heart, should take 
especial pains to clean his premises 
and see that all filth, which will ac­ 
cumulate in alleys daring the winter 
months, is removed.

St. Paul, April 21.—Fur a num bsr af 
years the woman's departm ent fit toe 
state fair. consisting of a display of 
plain and 
fancy 
needlework, paint 
togs and 
embroideries, 
jellies, pre* 
serves sud other food products, had 
sn assigned space in the exposition 
bu iii] jug. 
I.ast year the experiment 
was tried of placing this departm ent 
in a separate building, of which It oc­ 
cupied one-fourth. 
This was so suc­ 
cessful and attracted such general In­ 
terest th at this 
year the board of 
m anagers has assigned the entire 
space of one of the largest buildings 
on the grounds to the woman’s de­ 
partm ent, with the expectation that 
even this will scarcely be adequate 
for the display of woman's work, so 
rapid has been the increase of inter­ 
est of the women of this state in this 
departm ent. 
The building assigned 
to this display is in the most accessi­

it is now generally believed by our 
scientists that the chief cause of the 
scab In potatoes is the bacteroid fun­ 
gus discovered by Thaxter. Hence, if 
the germs of the disease upon the seed 
tubers are destroyed, by so much will 
liability of scab on the new crop be 
reduced. This is easily done by soak­ 
ing the cut tubers IM) to 3 hours in a so­ 
lution of 2 to 2* ounces of corrosive 
sublimate to 15 gallons of water, but 
even after this is most carefully done, 
scab will appear on the tubers grown 
In certain soils and on stable manure. 
This subject has received exhaustive 
Attention at the Rhode Island station 
and the results are set forth in Bulle­ 
tin 33. There, as well as elsewhere, 
the proportion of scab la two or three 
times as large when barnyard manure 
is used aa on high-grade commercial 
fertilizers. Wheeler and Tucker main­ 
tain that upon acid soil the potato scab 
fungus is promoted by the presence of 
air-slaked lime, wood ashes (which, 
like alr-alaked lime. consists largely 
of carbonate of lime), soda ash (soda 
carbonate), and double carbonates of 
potash and magnesia, as well as barn­ 
ard manure. Upon the acid soil of 
thode Island practical immunity from 
scab has been secured upon three suc­ 
cessive crops when none of the sub­ 
stances just named have been used, 
but when these articles were used the 
potatoes were scabby. I .a ml plaster 
(gypsum or sulphate of lime) is the 
only form of lime employed which has 
not injured the growth of the crops or 
promoted development of scab. Sul­ 
phate of ammonia produced less scab­ 
by potatoes than nitrate of soda. Com­ 
mon Mlt (sodium chloride) reduced the 
percentage of scab, and since seaweed 
carries much salt, a satisfactory ex­ 
planation Is afforded for the opinion 
commonly held tluft less scab results 
from Its use than without it. 
It appears from these experiments 
that the character of the soil has a 
marked effect upon the degree of scab. 
Also that by the use of sulphate of 
ammonia, muriate or sulphate of pot­ 
ash, kainlt and common salt, in con­ 
nection with dissolved phosphate rock, 
bone or boneblack, soils which now 
tend to produce scabby tubers would 
become less favorable to the disease. 
It is possible that a rational system of 
rotation of crops, which would include 
no beets or other root crops and no 
cabbages (any or all of which may pos­ 
sibly contain or spread scab germs), 
would also help to alleviate the condi­ 
tion on such soils.

were then hitched to the dlee harrow, 
going over

three days’ work. This cuts up and 
pulverizes the stalks, leaving them in 
the ground na a mulch, and It 
given a line seed-bed for the oats. 
There are, I think, several advant­ 
ages in this method. The principal 
one la that It la quickly done. The 
oat crop should always be sown early, 
for, when sown late, It rarely amounts 
to anything. If we wait to clear off 
and burn the stalks and plough tbs 
ground, so much time la frequently 
lost, with unfavorable weather, that 
the crop la grown too late. 
A neighbor who waited to plow bbl 
ground Informed the writer yesterday 
that he had done nothing at all, yet, 
aa hts land was not In condition. My 
oats are sown in, what I consider, 
good shape, and other work can now 
be looked after.—J. M. Terrell (Mar­ 
shall, M.,) in Journal of Agriculture.

Silage for Summer Feeding. 
The Southern White or ensilage corn 
la perferred by many on account of its 
enormous growth. It should be plan­ 
ted aa early In spring as the danger 
of the frost Is past, in order to enable 
It to mature more perfectly. It can be 
planted similar to any other field corn, 
and should have the same cultivation. 
It has been demonstrated that silage 
Is often as good for summer feeding 
as for winter. I mean to experiment 
tills summer on making ensilage from 
rye for summer use. The rye will be 
cut 
about May IO or 20, and the 
ground planted to corn for winter 
silage. Last year I cut a field of clover 
early for hay and immediately pre­ 
pared and planted the field to corn. 
After the corn was removed in the 
fall, the ground was cultivated (never 
plowed) and sown to the rye, which 
will be siloed in May. This might be 
called intensive farming with a ven- 
genace, but farmers insist practice 
something like it if they wish to suc­ 
ceed at present low prices. 
It is necessary to plant an early 
variety of corn if planted late. I have 
planted as late as July 8, in northern 
Ohio with good success. Last year It 
was planted the last week in June. 
Although caught by an unusually early 
'rost, the corn made very good en si 
(age. It had been planted in drills 
About twice as thick as ordinary field 
corn. It developed a great many ears, 
some of which were well matured. 
One advantage in late planting is the 
ease with which It is kept clean. It 
does not require more than half the 
labor thau when planted six or eight 
weeks earlier. After the corn Is re­ 
moved the ground requires but little 
preparation before seeding to rye. One 
thorough working with a sprlng-tooth 
harrow' or cultivator, followed by a 
smoothing harrow', is all that is re­ 
quired. I have sown rye as late as 
Oct. lo, with good results. It was as 
rank as could bo desired, some being 
lodged. But In order to boar such 
continued cropping the land must be 
rich or highly manured. It certainly 
will not pay to waste time and labor 
DU poor soil.—O. J. Duse, < (blo.

This curious 
coin la simply a thin disk or wafer of 
hardened vegetable gum, the original 
source of supply being the bola tree 
and a bluff of emery sand. Dozens of 
trusty officials are constantly employ­ 
ed in collecting bola gum aud sifting 
and pounding the sand which is to be 
used as alloy. The coins so struck are 
not only unique and curious on account 
of the material used In their composi­ 
tion, but because they have the least 
exchange value of any medium, unless 
wa except the shell money of the west 
coast of Africa. 
No other pieces of 
money In existence can be acquired 
with sach small expenditure of time or 
goods aa the bola gum coin; conse­ 
quently, such pieces are valued very 
lightly by those unlucky enough to 
come Into possession of a few millions 
of such /disks- It Is almost impossible 
for a European to frame a very definite 
conception of the small value of this 
standard of exchange. A cent could 
be readily exchanged for 10,000 freshly 
minted bola gum coins—London Chron* 
tole.

Swill Barrel on Ita Journey. 
New Yorker has furnished an illus­ 
trated description of how lie did it. 
His description is hero reproduced: 
All that is needed is an old wheel­ 
barrow wheel, two sticks for handles, 
a mackerel barrel and four short strips 
for branches, used as shown in cut I. 
In the first cut is shown a man just 
starting for the orchard where the 
pigs are running, with a barrel of swill 
and the second cut shows the pigs be­ 
ing fed. Any one studying the cuts 
can see how perfect the method is 
so easily made and so handy to use. 
The expense is nearly nothing. The 
barrel photographed has been in use 
for several years and is still employed, 
going from the dairy room with the 
skimmilk to the kitchen shed, where 
the swill tub is emptied iu, and the 
barrelful is wheeled into the barn to 
the pigpen. In the summer, when the 
pigs are shut In the orchard, the bar-

Plow deep for good continuous crops. 
One ounce of asparagus seed will 
produce about 500 plants.

Test any new variety of seed on a 
small scale before you venture a full 
crop.

A French journal says if chloride of 
lime is spread on the soil, or near 
plants, insects and vermin will not be 
found near them. Butterflies will 
avoid all plants whose leaves have 
been sprinkled over with lime-water.. 
The best-paying crop the farmer can 
raise is hay; this, as a general rule. 
A good grass farm admits of much 
and good stock ;hence, a large amount 
of manure and good crops of grain, 
corn and potatoes. 
It Is far easier to maintain the pro­ 
ductive capacity of a farm than to re­ 
store it. To exhaust its fecundity, and 
then attempt Its restoration by buy­ 
ing commercial fertilizers, is wasteful 
and* irrational. 
Never work with dull tools; they re­ 
quire too great an outlay of strength. 
The best mower we ever sow was a 
man who weighed only ninety-flvs 
pounds, but the secret of bis success 
was 1 keen edge. 
An old gardener lecommends that to 
keep bags off melon and squash vines, 
a tomato plant be set out In each hill, 
saying that when he had followed this 
plan his young plants were unmolest 
ed.

The 
teeth were left without further dress­ 
ing or application. Four weeks later 
they were firmly rooted, and the mouth 
appeared perfectly natural in every 
way.—Medical Record.

TWO DROWNED AT FT. RIPLEY 


An Ov e r-Loa de d Boa t Ca us e s Two Pe ople

On Satu rday last a verv sad case of 
drowning occu rred at Ft. Ripiley, the 
following particu lars of which we 
glean from the Little Falls Tran 
script: 
The victims were Mrs Mary 
E. Davis, widow of the late Sergeant 
John Edward Davis, for many years 
cu stodian of the government bu ildiu gs 
at the old military post of Ft. Ripley} 
and a you ng Scandinavian named 
Van Rasmu ssen, who had made his 
home with the Davis family for some 
time. The accident occu rred while 
they were attempting to cross the 
river in a small sk iff, and was du e to 
the boat being over-loaded for the 
rou gh condition of the river at that 
time. Mrs. Davis had been at the 
Ripley store and made extensive pu r­ 
chases of groceries, and Rasmu ssen 
au d au elderly Swede, whose name 
we cou ld not learn, accompanied her 
to manage the boat. The boat was a 
small frail craft, not intended for 
more than three |>ersons, at most, 
u nder favorable weather conditions, 
in addition to the weight of the three 
persons, the boat was loaded with 
abou t 600 pou nds of groceries, au d as 
soon as it stru ck the cu rrent of the 
river, which was at that time very 
rou gh, the great weight swamped it, 
and the occu pants were compelled to 
stru ggle with the wu ter for their lives. 
For a short time they all clu ng to the 
boat, bu t as it was evident that it 
cou ld not k eep them afloat, Rasmassen 
started to swim ashore with Mrs. 
Davis. 
The water was extremely 
cold, and whether that bad cau sed 
cramps, or Mrs. Davis had in some 
way, prevented him from swimming, 
is not k nown, bu t both of them sank 
shortly after leaving the boat, when 
abou t three rods from shore. 
The 
old gentleman clu ng to the boat, 
which was able to hold his weight 
after the greater part of its load had 
been lost, and his shou ts for help were 
heard at the village, more than a mile 
away, 
and he was soon rescu ed, 
althou gh in au exhau sted condition 
It is said that Rasmu ssen was to blame 
for the accident, as Mrs. Davis insisted 
that the boat was over-loaded, au d re­ 
qu ested him to mak e two trips. This 
he refu sed to do, says that her fears 
were grou ndless, and that it was per­ 
fectly safe. 
He is said to have been 
a somewhat reck less fellow, and was 
in the habit of drink ing considerably 
at times, althou gh it was not said that 
he had been drink ing at that time. 
Parties began immediately to search 
for the bodies of the u nfortu nate ones, 
and have work ed ever since the ac­ 
cident occu rred withou t su ccess. The 
cu rrent is very strong at that place 


qow 
, and it is probable that the bodies 
have been washed down stream and 
will lodge in some of the large log 
jams, which are now formed in the 
river. Mrs. Davis leaves five children, 
two sons and three dau ghters, the 
you ngest a child bu t 14 years of age. 
One of her dau ghters is married and 
lives at Ripley village. Mrs. Davis 
was to have gone to St. Pau l today to 
attend to some matters relative to a 
pension which she had been trying to 
get. She has been a resident of Ripley 
for a nu mber of years, occu pying the 
bu ilding of the old military fort dh 
the west side of the river, and was 
well acqu ainted with 
and highly 
esteemed by a large nu mber of people 
in this city and Morrison cou nty. 
Of 
Mr. Rasmu ssen, bu t very little is 
k nown. He claimed to have relatives 
somewhere in North Dak ota, bu t no 
one in Ripley k nows their names or 
their addresses. 
Aside from the fact 
that he was considered too reck less 
and drank some, he was said to be a 
good citizen, and as he was a strong 
bu ilt man and a swimmer, he evident­ 
ly lost his life in an attempt to save 
Mrs. Davis.

On Saturday last a very sad case o: 
drowning occurred at FL Ripley, the 
following particulars of which we 
glean from the Little Falls Trau 
script: 
The victims were Mrs. Mary 
E. Davis, widow of the late Sergeant 
John Edward Davis, for many years 
custodian of the government buildings 
at the old military poet of Ft. Ripley 
and a young Scandinavian named 
Yan Rasmussen, who had made his 
home with the Davis family for some 
time. The accident ooourred while 
they were attempting to cross the 
river in a small skiff, and was due to 
the boat being over-loaded for the 
rough condition of the river at that 
time. Mrs. Davis had been at the 
Ripley store aud made extensive pur­ 
chases of groceries, and Rasmussen 
and an elderly Swede, whose name 
we could not learn, accompanied her 
to manage the boat. The boat was a 
small frail craft, not intended for 
more than three persons, at most, 
under favorable weather conditions 
in addition to the weight of the three 
persons, the boat was loaded with 
about 600 pounds of groceries, and as 
soon as it struck the current of the 
river, which was at that time very 
rough, the great weight swamped it, 
aud the occupants were compelled to 
struggle with the wuter for their lives. 
For a short time they all clung to the 
boat, but aa it was evident that it 
could not keep them afloat, Rasmussen 
■tarted to swim ashore with Mrs. 
Davis. 
The water was extremely 
oold, and whether that bad caused 
cramps, or Mrs. Davis had in some 
way, prevented him from swimming. 
is not known, but both of them sank 
shortly after leaving the boat, when 
about three rods from shore. The 
old gentleman clung to the boat, 
which was able to hold his weight 
after the greater part of its load had 
been lost, and his shouts for help were 
heard at the village, more than a mile 
away, and he was soon rescued, 
although in an exhausted condition 
ll is said that Rasmussen was to blame 
for the accident, as Mrs. Davis insisted 
that the boat was over-loaded, and re­ 
quested him to make two trips. This 
he refused to do, says that her fears 
were groundless, and that it was per­ 
fectly safe. He is said to have been 
a somewhat reckless fellow, and was 
in the habit of drinking considerably 
at times, although it was not said that 
he had been drinking at that time. 
Parties began immediately to search 
for the bodies of the unfortunate ones, 
and have worked ever since the ac­ 
cident occurred without success. The 
current is very strong at that place 
now, and it is probable that the bodice 
have been washed down stream and 
will lodge in some of the large log 
jams, which are now formed in the 
river. Mrs. Davis leaves five children, 
two sons and three daughters, the 
youngest a child but 14 years of age. 
One of her daughters is manned and 
lives at Ripley village. Mrs. Davis 
was to have gone to St. Paul today to 
attend to some matters relative to a 
pension which she had been trying to 
get. She has been a resident of Ripley 
for a number of years, occupying the 
building of the old military fort db 
the west side of the river, and was 
well acquainted with and highly 
esteemed by a large number of people 
in this city and Morrison county. Of 
Mr. Rasmussen, but very little is 
known. He claimed to have relatives 
somewhere in North Dakota, bat no 
one in Ripley knows their names or 
their addresses. Aside from the fact 
that he was considered too reckless 
and drank some, he was said to be a 
good citizen, and as he was a strong 
built man and a swimmer, be evident­ 
ly lost his life in an attempt to save 
Mrs. Davis.

T he Cause o f P otato Scab and the 
H em ril) 
It Is now generally believed by our 
scientists that the chief cause of the 
scab in potatoes Is the bacteroid fun­ 
gus discovered by Thaxter. 
Hence, if 
the germs of the disease upon the seed 
tulx»rs are destroyed, by so much will 
liability of scab on the new crop be 
reduced. This is easily done by soak­ 
ing the cut tubers 14 to It hours iu a so­ 
lution of 2 to 2 ** ounces of corrosive 
sublimate to 15 gallons of water, but 
even after this is most carefully doue, 
scab will appear on the tubers grown 
In certain soils and on stable manure. 
This subject has received exhaustive 
attention at the Rhode Island station 
and the results are set forth iu Bulle­ 
tin 33. There, as well as elsewhere, 
the proportion of scab la two or three 
times its large when barnyard manure 
Is used as on high-grade commercial 
fertilizers. W heeler anil Tucker maiu- 
taiu that ujkui acid soil the potato scab 
fungus Is promoted by the presence of 
uir-slaked lime, wood ashes (which, 
like air-slaked lime, consists largely 
of carbonate of lime), soda ash (soda 
carbonate), and double carbonates of 
potash and maguesia, its well as liarn- 
yard manure. 
Upon the acid soil of 
Rhode Island practical immunity from 
seal) has l**cn secured upon three sue 
cessive crops when none of the sub i 
stances just named have been used, 
but when these articles were used the 
potatoes wen* scabby. 
Land plaster ' 
(gypsum or sulphate of lime) is the 
only form of lime employed which has 
not injured the growth of tin* crops or 
promoted development of scab. 
Sul j 
phate of ammonia produced less scab­ 
by potatoes than nitrate of soda. Com 
mou salt (sodium chloride) reduced tin* 
percentage of scab, and since seaweed 
carries much salt, a satisfactory **x 
plauation is afforded for the opinion 
commonly held thift less scab results | 
from its use than without it. 
It appears from these experiments 
that the character of the soil hits a 
marked effect upon the degree of scab, 
j 
Also that by tin* use of sulphate of j 
ammonia, muriate or sulphate of pot­ 
ash, kainlt and common salt, in con- I 
nectiou with dissolved phosphate rook, 
bone or boneblaok. soils which now 
tend to produce scabby tubers would 
become less favorable to the disease. 
It is possible that n rational system of 
rotation of crops, which would include 
no beets or other root crops aud 110 
cabbages (any or all of which may jh*s- 
sibly contain or spread scab germs), 
would also help to alleviate the condi­ 
tion on such soils. 


£11(110' f o r S u m m e r F e e d i n g . 
The Southern W hite or ensilage corn 
Is perferrcd by many on account of its 
enormous growth. 
It should be plan­ 
ted as early In spring as the danger 
of the frost Is ptist. iu order to euuble 
It to mature more perfectly. 
It can be 
planted similar to any other field corn, 
und should have the same cultivation. 
It has been demonstrated thut silage 
is often as good for summer feeding 
us for winter. 
1 mean to experiment 
this summer on making ensilage from 
rye for summer use. The rye will be 
cut 
about May 10 or 20. and 
the 
ground planted 
to corn 
for 
winter 
silage. 
Last year I cut a field of clover 
early for hay and Immediately pre­ 
pared and planted the field to corn. 
After the corn was removed in the 
fall, the ground was cultivated (never 
plowed) and s o w n to tin* rye. which 
will I k * siloed in May. 
This might be 
called intensive farming with a ven­ 
geance, 
but 
farm ers in|ust. practice 
something like it if they wish to suc­ 
ceed at present low prices. 
It is necessary to plant an early 
variety of corn if planted lute. 
I have 
planted as late as July 8 , in northern 
Ohio with good success. Last year it 
was planted the last week in June. 
Although caught by tin unusually early 
rrost, the corn made very good ensi­ 
lage. 
It had been planted in drills 
alhiut twice as thick its ordinary field 
corn. 
It developed a great many ears. 
Borne of which 
were well 
matured. 
One advantage in late planting is the 
ease with which it is kept clean. 
It 
d<x*s not require more thun half the 
labor than when planted six or eight 
weeks earlier. 
After the corn is re­ 
moved tlie ground requires but little 
preparation before seeding to rye. o n e 
thorough working with a spring-tooth 
harrow or cultivator, followed by a 
smoothing harrow, is all that is n*- 
quired. 
I have sown rye as late as 
Oct. 15, with good results. 
It was its 
rank as could be desired, some being 
lodged. 
But 
in order to bear such 
continued cropping the land must be 
rich or highly manured. 
It certainly 
will not pay to waste time and labor 
DU poor soil.—O . J. Duse, Ohio. 


A Sv»!ll B a rre l on \\ iieels 
The biggest nuisance about the back 
door Is the swill barrel. 
It Is a breed­ 
er of disease und slovenliness. 
W hy? 
lw*cause it is stationary aud 
hard to get away. If it were 011 wheels 
or fixed so that it might be easily 
moved, it never would get into such a 
state. 
B u t how put 
wheels on the 
swill barrel? A correspondent of Rural 


were then hitched to the disc harrow, 
going over the ground twice, followed 
by the smoothing harrow twice—al>out 
three days’ work. This cuts up and 
pulverizes the stalks, leaving them In 
the ground os a mulch, aud it also 
gives a fine seed-bed for the oats. 
There are. 1 think, several advant­ 
ages in this method. The principal 
one is that it is quickly done. Th# 
oat crop should always be sown early, 
for, when sown late. It rarely amounts 
to anything. 
If we wait to clear off 
and burn the stalks and plough the 
ground, so much time Is frequently 
lost, with unfavorable weather, that 
the crop is grown too late. 
A neighbor who waited to plow his 
ground informed the writer yesterday 
that he had done nothing at all, yet. 
as Ids laud was not iu condition. 
My 
oats are sown in. what I consider, 
good shape, and other work can now 
be looked a f t e r .- J . M. Terrell (Mar­ 
shall.

T he mint officials of the Malayan 
Peninsula claim the distinction of coin­ 
ing the most unique piece of money 
now in use In the world. 
This curious 
coin Is simply a thin disk or w afer of 
hardened vegetable gum. the original 
source of supply lM*ing the bola tree 
and a bluff of emery sand. 
Dozens of 
trusty officials are constantly employ­ 
ed in collecting bola gum and sifting 
and pounding the sand which is to be 
used as alloy. 
The coins so struck are 
not only unique and curious on account 
of the material used In their composi­ 
tion, but because they have the least 
exchange value of any medium, unless 
we except the shell money of the west 
coast of Africa. 
No other pieces of 
money in existence can be acquired 
with such small expenditure of time or 
goods as the bola gum coin; conse­ 
quently. such pieces arc valued very 
lightly by those unlucky enough to 
come into possession of a few millions 
of such disks. 
It is almost impossible 
for a European to frame a very definite 
conception of the small value of this 
standard of exchange. 
A cent could 
be readily exchanged for 1 0,000 freshly 
minted bola gum coins—Loudon Chrou* 
icle.

C e l e r y C ' a l t u r e . 
E ver since I began raising succulent 
vegetables 
for 
market, 
celery 
has 
brought me more money each year 
than any other one kind of vegetable. 
To have it early one should begin in 
the fall for the next year's crop by 
preparing plenty of good soli. 
Equal 
parts of black woods earth, good gar­ 
den soli and very fine old stable ma­ 
nure. 1 find excellent. 
Early in F eb ­ 
ruary we sow White Flume and Gold­ 
en 
Self-Blanching 
seed 
in 
shallow 
boxes. The plants are twice trans­ 
planted before we set them out In the 
open ground In early Juno. 
We trim 
the plants according to directions given 
in Mr. Greiner’s book on "Celery for 
Frottt.” 
We plant in double rows, six 
inches apart each way in the rows, and 
the d out tie rows eighteen inches apart. 
\V1 ten tall enough for use we blanch 
it by placing a wide boaid each side of 
double row and letting them come to­ 
gether at the top. 
W e had beautiful 
celery in market last year by tlie ldth 
of Aug., and there was none earlier 
here. 
It brought 5 cents per stalk uud 
sold readily. The seed of the late va­ 
rieties, Giant Pascal and New Rose, 
should be sown In the open ground. 
To preserve celery for winter use. take 
boxes about two feet deep and place 
a little earth iu the bottom and wet it,, 
then pack full of celery in a standing 
position and put In cellar.—J. It. Moore

Flow deep for good continuous crops. 
One ounce of asparagus seed will 
produce about 500 plants. 
Drainage is to tlie farm what a 
foundation is to a house. 
Clover now harrowed into tin* winter 
rye will be so well pleased with the 
arrangement that it will hump Itself. 
T est any new variety of seed on a 
small scale before you venture a full 
crop. 
The last crop of potatoes will not be 
In the way of the next crop.

Seed potatoes should not be allowed 
to sprout, or if they do, the sprouts 
should not Ik* broken off before plant­ 
ing. 
If possible, do not let potatoes fol­ 
low potatoes on the same land; they 
should follow clover or other green 
manuring. 
A French journal says if chloride of 
lime is spread on tin* soil, or near 
plants, Insects and vermin will not bo

them. 
Butterflies 
will 
avoid all plants whose leaves have 
been Sprinkled over with lime-water. 
The best-paying crop the fann er can 
raise is bay; this, as a general rule. 
A good grass farm admits of much 
and good stock ;heuce, a large amount 
of manure aud ginnl crops of grain, 
corn and potatoes. 
It is far easier to maintain the pro­ 
ductive capacity of a farm than to re­ 
store it. 
To exhaust its fecundity, and 
then attempt its restoration by buy­ 
ing commercial fertilizers, is wasteful 
und* irrational.

On Saturday last a verv sad case of 
drowning occurred at Ft. Ripley, the 
following particulars of which wTo 
glean from the L ittle Falls Trau- 
script: 
The victims were Mrs Mary 
E. Davis, widow of the late Sergeant 
John Edw ard Davis, for many years 
custodian of the governm ent buildiugs 
at the old m ilitary post of Ft. Ripley ? 
and a young Scandinavian named 
Van Rasmussen, who had m ade his 
home with the Davis family for some 
time. 
The accident occurred while 
they were attem pting to cross the 
river in a small skiff, and was due to 
the boat being over-loaded for the 
rough condition of the river at that 
time. 
Mrs. Davis had been at the 
Ripley store and made extensive pur­ 
chases of groceries, and Rasmussen 
aud an elderly Swede, whose name 
we could not learn, acconiponied her 
to manage the boat. 
The boat was a 
small frail craft, not intended for 
more than three persons, at most, 
under favorable weather conditions, 
in addition to the weight of the three 
persons, the boat was loaded with 
about 600 pounds of groceries, aud as 
soon as it struck the current of the 
river, which was at that time very 
rough, the great weight swamped it, 
and the occupants were compelled to 
struggl* with the water for their lives, 
or a short tim e they all clung to the 
boat, but as it waa evident that it 
could not keep them afloat, Rasmussen 
■tarted to swim ashore with Mrs. 
Javis. 
The water was extremely 
cold, and whether that had caused 
cramp*, or Mr*. Davis had in some 
way, prevented him from swimming, 
is not known, but both of them sank 
shortly after leaving the boat, when 
about three rods from shore. 
The 
old gentlem an clung to the boat, 
which was able to hold his weight 
after the greater part of its load had 
been lost, and his shouts for help were 
leard at the village, more than a mile 
away, 
and he was soon 
rescued, 
although in an exhausted condition. 
It is said that Rasmussen was to blame 
for the accident, as Mrs. Davis insisted 
that the boat was over loaded, aud re­ 
quested him to make two trips. 
This 
he refused to do, says that her fears 
were groundless, and that it was per­ 
fectly safe. 
He is said to have been 
a somewhat reckless fellow, and was 
in the habit of drinking considerably 
at times, although it was not said that 
he had beea drinking at that time. 
Parties began immediately to search 
for the bodies of the unfortunate ones, 
and have worked ever since the ac­ 
cident occurred without success. 
The 
current is very strong at that place 
now, and it is probable that the bodies 
have been washed down stream and 
will lodjje iu some of the large log 
jams, which are now formed in the 
river. 
Mrs. Davis leaves five children, 
two sons and three daughters, the 
youngest a child but 14 years of age. 
One of her daughters is m arried aud 
lives at Ripley village. 
Mrs. Davis 
was to have gone to St. Paul today to 
attend to some m atters relative to a 
pension which she had been trying to 
get. She has been a resident of Ripley 
for a num ber of years, occupying the 
building of the old military fort dh 
the west side of the river, and was 
well acquainted with 
and higfily 
esteemed by a large num ber of people 
in this city and Morrison county. 
Of 
Mr. Rasmussen, but very little is 
known. 
He claimed to have relatives 
somewhere in North Dakota, but no 
one in Ripley knows their names or 
their addresses.
